WELCOME CRIMINALS, 


“Politicals’ Get Sanctuary When They 
Reach Foreign Soil. 


When a man commits an ordinary 
crime and then flies to another 
country, the Government of that coun- 
try is, as a general rule, only too glad 
to hand him over on demand, and 
ery “Good riddance to bad rubbish.” 

When, however, the crime happens 
to be a political one, the case is alto- 
gether ditterent. In such an event 
it not infrequently weleomes him with 
open arms. In any ense it almost in- 
variably refuses to surrender him. 

This is in accordance with both the 
written and unwritten law of nations, 
which decrees “right of sanctuary” to 
political offenders, and for this reason 
a good deal more is likely to be heard 
in the near future of the “Savarkar 
incident,” as it is now beginning to be 
called, 

Savarkar, it will be remembered, 
was the Hindoo student who was ar- 
lrested in London for carrying on a 
seditious propaganda in India, and 
was deported to that country for trial. 
On the way out there, however, the 
steamer that was conveying him put 
into the harbor of Marseilles, and 
Sarvarkar seized the opportunity to 
jump overboard and swim ashore. 

A French policeman arrested him 
as he clambered up the quay side, and 
handed him over to the erew of the 
ship’s boat that was sent to fetch him 
back, in ignorance of the fact that he 
was a political offender. But he was 
one, in fact. He had set foot on French 
soil; and he had thereby entitled him- 
self to his “right of sanctuary.”’ As a 
consequence, the French Government, 
as soon as it learned the truth of the 
matter, sturted to make “friendly re- 
presentations” to the British Govern- 
ment, and these are still in progress. 
What the result will be remains to 
be seen. 

Nor are gther nations much 
tender of the rights of ‘‘politicals,” as 
this class of offender is generally de- 
signed for short. Switzerland, for in- 
stnee, refused to give up the notor- 
ious Vera Zassoulich, who shot Gen. 
Trepoff, the chief of police, at St. 
Petersburg. Stepniak, the famous 
Nihilist, lived in France, Germany, 
and Italy before finally taking refuge 
in England, and by each of these 
three nations in turn was his extra- 
dition refused.

Our lives are lived, from our 
standpoint, either before people for 
their approval or before God for His 
ipproval only. The latter is the only 
true way to live, according to IL Tim. 
ii, 15, but it is to be feared that many 
i preacher has more regard for the 
ipproval of his congregation than for 
the approval of God. Let such con- 
sider the eight woes of this chapter, 
ind the time to which the ‘till’ or 
' ‘until’ of verse 39 points, along with 
Luke xxi, 24, and Rom, xi, 25. 

We shail have one study some weeks 
later in the latter part of chapter 
|xxiv, but nothing in the first thirty- 
one verses of this farreaching and 
all important Olivet discourse. Yet we 
cannot understand the lesson of today 
except in the light of the great event 
of verses 30, 31, the coming of the Son 
of man in glory at the close of the 
great tribulation, for it is then that 
laffairs on earth shail be as in the days 
of Noah. Iniquity cannot come to a 
head while the church is on earth (II 
| Thess. ii, 7, 8), but the Holy Spirit, in 
His official capacity of gathering out 
lthe church, having been taken with 
the church at her rapture to meet her 
|Lord, then the evil trinity of devil, 
}beast and false prophet do their ut- 
most to overthrow the Lamb of God 
and to destroy His people Israel (Dan. 
xii, 1, 3; Rev. xvii, 14), who shali 
never cease from the earth (Matt. 
|xxiv, 34; Jer. xxxi, 35, 37), but at 
{the coming of Christ in glory shall 
receive Him as their Messiah and be. 
come thus a righteous nation to bless 
all nations (Isa, Ix, 1-3, 19-21). 

If the ‘“‘then’’ of the first verse of 
our lesson could refer to the coming 
lof Christ with His saints, the ten vir- 
gins could be interpreted only — of 
Israel, and there is something in favor 
of this in the Vulgate and = Syriac 
MSS., which give the last clause of 
verse 1, as ‘‘went forth to meet the 
bridegroom and the bride.” But with- 
out attempting to settle the interpre- 
tation of it, there is an abundance of 
truth which all may profit by. There 
are, and there will be till He comes, 
wise and some foolish, all of 
them professors, but only some posses- 
sors. The wheat and tares will grow 
together till the harvest, which is the 
end of the age. Compare the wise and 
foolish of chapter vii, 21-27, and note 
that He will have to say to some very 
loud professors, “I never knew you; 
depart from me,’ It is written, “He 
that winneth se@ils is wise,” and 
again, “Thev that be wise shall shine 
as the brightness of the firmanent” 
(Prov. xi, 30; Dan. xii, 3). By con- 
trost we con imagine who the foolish 
are. See also in Luke xii, 20, 21, that 
a'l are foolish who lay up treasure on 
earth and are not rich toward God. 
When we consider that there is none 
other name under heaven given among 
men whercby we must be saved (Acts 
iv, 12), and that it is the blood that 
maketh an atonement for the soul 
(Lev, xvii. 11). how foolish and blind. 
ed by the devil must all those be who, 
turning their backs upon the only way 
of righteousness as Cain did, think to 
obtain entrance to the kingdom by 
their own good works, by charucter, 
by connection with a so called church 
or even by baptism of the Lord’s sup- 
per, Only those are wise who can 
truly sav, “Thou wast slain and hast 
redeeme us ta God by -Thy blood,” 
and who “overcome bv the blood of 
the Lamb and the word of their testi- 
mony, not loving their lives unto the 
death (Rev, v, 9; xii, 11). A lamp is 
no manner of use, except perhaps to 
he admired, without ofl, Oil is a sym- 
bol of the Holy Spirit, and in Rom 
viii, 9, we read that “if any man have 
not the Snirit of Christ he is none of 
His’ That would seem to settle the 
reel stonding of the foolish virgins (C 
I.8.). That all, beth wise and foolish, 
slumbered and slent, would seem to 
indieste that the wise as well as the 
foolish were indifferent to the great 
event, the coming of the Lord. If we 
jndge by the few preschers who seem 
to know or care anything about His 
eoming and therefore the conseauent 
Hlindness of believers generolly in this 
metter, it is evident that with few ex. 
ceptions comparatively all are asleen 
Rut there is a sleep that is lawful, 
and if we are right with God it will 
net matter if as to our hodies we are 
awake or asleen when comes, 
‘T sleen, but my heart

HANDSOME DWARFS. 


4 Striking Race Has Been Found In 
New Guinea. 


Details of the discovery by British 
explorers in New Guinea of a new 
pigray race are contained in reports 
which have reached London from the 
expedition. The party, under Mr. 
Goodfellow, the noted ornithologist, 
is exploring the largest unknown area 
on the world’s surface. 

The men of the new race were first 
seen by Captain C, G. Rawling. The 
meeting is described as follows:

Of the natives at Wakatimi, where a 
base camp was formed, one of the ex- 
plorers writes: “They have collected 
in thousands, and at present all are 
friendly and all hideously ugly. Dres- 
they don’t boast much of—except a4 
tiny strip of cloth, With the excep 
tion of one or two of the young girls 
the women, too, are hideous, but a few 
of the children are quite nice.” 

Within a week of landing Mr. Wil- 
fred stalker, one of the explorers, lost 
his life.

HARDINGE AS SPORTSMAN, 


bine Viceroy of India Is Keenly Inter. 
ested In Polo. 


Sir Charles Hardinge, the new vice- 
! pd of India, has taken the name of 
Lord Penshurst on his elevation to 
the peerage, from his country place at 
Penshurst, near Tonbridge, in Kent. 
Much has been written of Sir Charles’ 
cleverness as a diplorgat, of his abso- 
lute freedom from political partisan- 
ship, which is a matter of such im- 
portance in a permanent servant of 
the state, of his broad statesmanship 
and of his exceptional knowledge of 
court etiquette and ceremonial. But 
nowhere have I seen any mention 
made of his qualities as a sportsman, 
says a recent writer in a London 
paper. Yet sportsmanship is import 
ant in India, where no one can hope 
to achieve success in any high office 
who is not a sportsman. Charles Har- 
dinge, or rather, as I should call him 
now, Lord Penshurst, is a particularly 
adept and enthusiastic polo plaver, 
extremely fond of hunting, an excel- 
lent shot, and, of course skillful in 
court tennis and in the royal game of 
golf. A statesman who can lead in 
all these sports acquires a far greater 
prestige and influence arnong the semi- 
independent princes a | petty native 
rulers of India than the administrator 
who is content to endeavor to rule 
from his desk. In fact, the most sue- 
cessful Viceroy and governors of In- 
dia have always been those who ex- 
celled in sport. 

Lord Penshurst has appointed as his 
private secretary J. Houssemayne Da 
Boulay, a son of the well-known head 
master of Winchester College and one 
of the many brilliant ‘men who have 
graduated trom Balliol, Oxford. He 
was private secretary to two succes 
sive governors of Bombay — namely, 
Lord Northcote:and Lord Lamington, 
spending seven years in that capacity, 
and greatly distinguished himself by 
his pluck and administrative ability 
ts a special commissioner of the 
Government during the plague, re- 
ceiving for his services as such the 
Order of the Indian Empire. Before 
becoming private secretary to Lord 
Northeote he was for several years 
a magistrate in India, and his knowl 
ed therefore, of the Anglo-Indian 
tdministration of India and of native 
life in that great dependency is quite 
exceptional 

The private secretary to the Viceroy 
is one of the most important factors 
in the administration of England's 
great Oriental empire. In tact, so 
great is his influence and power that 
he has often been described as the 


Deputy Viceroy. Every document, 
every letter, every appeal, and even 
every dignitary, reaches the Viceroy 


through him, and he is also the com- 
municator of the Governor-General’s 
commands, views and wishes. He is 
in every sense of the word the right 
hand of the Viceroy, a far more im- 
portant personage, indeed, than the 
latter's Cabinet Ministers. It depends 
largely upon his cleverness, his jude- 
ment and his tact whether the vice- 
royalty of his chief is a success or 
a failure, and the tact that Lord Pens- 
hurst has chosen so admittedly cap- 
able a man as Du Boulay tor the post 
has created a most faverable imprea- 
sion throughout Undia, in English as 
well as in native circles. 

Nearly all the private secretaries of 
Viceroys have been men of distine- 
tion, and among the ones whose names 
occur to me at the present moment are 
Lord Northcote’s private secretary, 
Sir Evelyn Baring, who afterward rul- 
ed over Egypt, for nearly a quarter of 
a century as Lord Cromer; Sir Dona!d 
Mackenzie Wallace, who was private 
secretary to Lord Dufferin, and Sir 
Walter Lawrence, who was private 
secretary to Lord Curzon, and has re- 
ceived a baronetey, as well as a num- 
ber of orders of knighthood, for bis 
services, 


A Record. 
It is rather remarkable that the 
present British Government shouii 
contain no fewer than three Jewa 


among its members, Sir Rufus Isaacs, 
the Solicitor-General, being the urd 
This must be something in the way of 
a record. Of course, Lord Beacons 
field will always remain the most tam- 
ous Jew numbered among the gover- 
nors of Great Britain; but Lord Bea- 
consfield did not retain the Jewish 
faith, and since his death there has 
been no conspicuous Jewish Minister 
until the present time. 

It is interesting that the Permanent 
Secretary of the Postoffice now presid- 
ed over by Herbert Samuel, is a fel- 
low Jew—Sir Matthew Nathan, Lord 
Swaythling is one of the four Jewish 
members of the House of Lords, the 
others being Lords Michelham, Roth- 
schild, and Wandsworth.

gar Speyer, and Mr. Arthur Cohen,

On the day of his 
Majesty’s funeral W. H. Luly, crown 
lands bailiff, was walking through 
the dense forest just about 2 o'clock. 
Everything was still save for the regu- 
lar stroke of an axe. Suddenly the 
strokes ceased, and as they were not 
resumed in a minute or so he looked 
through the vista of trees and there 
saw the splitter standing stock-still, 
like a soldier on parade, with his hat 
off. The man remained in that posi- 
tion for five minutes. This was the 
veteran's tribute w the dead King, 
He had read somewhere that at two 
o'clock there would be a cessation of 
work for a minute or two throughout 
the Empire.

“While 1 had not time to make a 
thorough examination of any kind, 
said Prof. Brock, “1 noticed one prom- 
ising looking belt on the Echimamish 
river, up which we went. It was 
about 130 miles long. There has of 
course been no prospecting in this dis- 
trict owing to the difficulties in trans. 
portation. The railway, however, will 
supply a splendid base for this work, 
and several of the inlets afford great 
opportunities for it. 

As regards agriculture, the country, 
of course, does not offer such advan- 
tages as does the pruirie, still there 
is a lot of land that could be used 
for farming north of Lake Winnipeg 
particularly. It would, however, need 
experimental work to decide this ques- 
tion fully. 

“There is any amount of water 
power available all through the coun- 
try that is capable of development, the 
Nelson river itself being one of the 
biggest in the world in this respect.” 

“What do you think of the proposed 
route of the Hudson Bay railway? Is 
the country a hard one for railroad- 
ing?’ was asked. 

“Our route,” said Prof. Brock, ‘lay 
somewhat south of the location of the 
road, but I do not think the district 
offers many difficulties for railway 
work, There are muskegs, of course, 
but these are to be found in northern 
Ontario where the Temiskaming & 
Northern Ontario operates, and on the 
Transcontinental, too.” 

Prof. Brock is the only member of 
Earl Grey's party so far returned to 
Ottawa. He is preparing a report on 
the geological features of the country 
through which he passed, for a sur- 
vey.

TO NEGOTIATE 
WITH CANADA 


INTERNATIONAL TRADE RELA- 
TIONS WITH U. S. 


President Taft is Anxious to Have 
Negotiations for a Reciprocity 
Treaty Opened at Once—Has Se- 
cured Consent of Ambassador Bryce 
for Direct Communication Between 
United States and the Dominion. 


Beverly, Muass.—Formal steps look- 
ing to the opening of negotiations for 
a reciprocity treaty with Canada have 
been taken by President Taft, who has 
secured the consent of the British am- 
bassador, Rt. Hon. J. Bryce, for 
direct communications between the 
United States and the Dominion gov- 
ernment. 

The announcement of this fact was 
made following the publication of the 
president’s intention to open negotia- 
tions early in October. It is the presi- 
dent’s hope now that the latter part of 
October will find the negotiations in 
full swing. 

Important developments may grow 
out of the affair, having a direct bear- 
ing upon the general tariff of the 
United States, particularly if the 
treaty finally negotiated should grant 
to Canadian exports to the United 
States a lower rate of duty than is 
provided for in the Payne-Aldrich law, 

This is ene of the problems the 
president will be called upon to deal 
with. Should a reciprocity treaty fin- 
ally be agreed upon to make these 
concessions to Canada, the effect of 
its ratification by the senate would 
lseemingly be to repeal the Payne- 
Aldrich law insofar as it affects Can- 
ada. 

The president’s view of this is that 
a treaty is the law of the land, and as 
treaty-making power may cover all 
subjects, there is no reason why it 
may not include the tariff. 


FINGER PRINTS WILL BE TAKEN 


System of Identification Will be Used 
to Check Use of Fraudulent 


Passports 
Vancouver.—Difficulties in connec. 
tion with the regulatin of Chinese 
immigration into Canada via Van- 


couver, as evidenced by the holding 
of 68 immigrants who came on the 
Empress of China recently, on the 
charge that they were using fraudu- 
lent passports, are not beyond solu- 
tion. 

It is proposed that by the intro- 
duction of the finger print system of 
identification the problem of identifi- 
cation of immigrants as the persons 
for whom passports were originally 
issued in China will be made easy. 

Whether or not the department has 
any intention of adopting this prin- 
ciple is not stated, but Edward Fos- 
ter, Dominion police officer, who is in 
the city working on the case, is him- 
self a finger print expert, and _ this 
vives some force to the report that he 
is developing a plan to make the work 
of the department easier. The finger 
print system of identification of Onri- 
entals is used successfully in South 
Africa and other countries to which 
East Indians and Chinese emigrate. 

At present when suspicion of fraud 
arises, it is practically impossible to 
get at the facts of the case, as wit- 
nesses would have to be brought from 
China at great expense, 

“The only reason I can aseribe for 
my suspension as controller of Chinese 
immigration is that I misunderstood 
the instructions of the department at 
Ottawa. It was owing to this mis- 
understanding that I reinstated Yip 
On, customs Chinese interpreter,” 
said John M. Bowell recently. 


CATTLE BEING KEPT IN SOUTH 


The Recent Rains Have Assured Stock 
Raisers of Plenty of Green 
Food 

Calgary.—That the desire of the 
cattiemen of the southern part of the 
province to ship their cattle north- 
ward in view of the better and cheap- 
er facilities has abated, owing to the 
recent rains in this part of the prov- 
ince, is the statement of Live Stock 
Commissioner Stevens, of Edmonton, 

“The southern stockmen now feel 
that they have sufficient feed to sus- 
tain the cattle which they will have 
on their hands during the winter,” 
said Mr. Stevens, “and have aceord- 
ingly ceased sending them north. The 
recent rains have brought the grass 
along in fine style, and it is also 
noticeable now that the purchase of 
southern eattle by the northern stock- 
men has fallen off considerably, A 
few weeks ago cattle could have been 
hought rather cheaply, but with the 
feed prospects looking up again in 
the south, the price has gone up again 
and the demand has gone down.” 

The rain is also likely to affect the 
price of hay that was beginning to 
sorr up some time ago, as the rise 
in price was due to the feeling that 
feed would be very searce this winter,

vention in Saratoga 
Oyster Bay, N. Y.—The utter rout 
of the “Old Guard’ by Theodore 
Roosevelt, at the Republican state 
convention in Saratoga, was predicted 
by Colonel Roosevelt himself. At the 
conclusion of a long conference with 
half a dozen of the lieutenants, Col- 
onel Roosevelt said: “IT think I may 
be reasonably safe in saying that we 
shall have one hundred majority.”

| AUSTRALIA LOSES JAMES TAIT , WORK ON ALBERTA IRRIGATION / 


|Has Resigned Chairmanship of the 
Victorian Railway 
' Commission 

Melbourne, Australia.—The _ retire- 


ment of Thomas James Tait, the chair. 
mar of the Victorian railway commis- 
‘sion, has taken place under remark- 
able circumstances. Mr. Tait came 
here seven years ago from Canada. He 
had been the manoger of transporta- 


tion for the Canadian Pacific, and 
took over a similar position in this 
state. He started in to make many 


reforms in the administration, and as 
/a result the system was put on a pay- 
ing basis for the first time. Under 
his management the surplus last year 
reached the million dollar mark. Dur- 
ing the present year Mr. Tait’s good 
fortune did not continue. Accidents 
were numerous on the line, lives were 
lost, and much property destroyed. 
Unrest in the ranks of the workers 
displayed itself, and in addition the 
Labor party to the state launched 
venemous attacks against Mr. Tait’s 
management. One section of the press 
aided the agitation by making grossly 
unfair charges, and matters came to a 
head recently when, before adjourn- 
ment, the house of assembly made an 
opportunity for a discussion re hold- 
ing an official inquiry into the cause 
of numerous accidents on the system. 
The premier, before the debate had 
proceeded far, rose and announced 
that Mr. Tait, for family reasons, had 
decided to relinquish his post under 
the government. The engagement 
would have, in any event, terminated 
shortly, but Mr. Tait was anxious to 
be released at the beginning of De- 
cember. 

The leader of the government and 
his supporters eulogized the work of 
Mr. Tait in the state and referred to 
him as a first-class railway manager. 
It is understood he will return to Can. 
ada, and the press credits Sir Thos. 
Shaughnessy with the statement of 
“Tait should never have left us; there 
is a chair waiting for him.” 

Mr. Tait is expected to return to 
Canada about Christmeg. 

He was born in 
on July 24, 1864, and is the son of Sir 
Melbourne Tait, chief justice of the 
superior court for the province of 
Quebec. 


TO BUILD CHINESE FLEET 


It is Reported That Schwab Wili Close 


Deal with Chinese for 
Fifteen Ships 
San Francisco.—It is stated here 


that Charles M. Schwab, former presi- 
dent of the United States Steel cor-

in this city to close a deal for the 
building of a fleet of war vessels for 
China.

company, through Schwab, drew up 
plans and specifications for the ves- 
sels. These, it is understood, have 
been favorably considered. My infor- 


mation is to the effect that the 
Chinese want a dozen or fifteen 
ships.”

It is probable, however, that the 
senate will continue to hold office, un- 
til after the passing of the new uni- 
versity act, which is to come before 
the next session of the legislature in 
November, and which will require the 
election of a new senate.

Six Hundred Men with 400 Teams 
| Are Busily at Work on the 
; Big Ditch 

Gleichen.—With 46 miles of the 
ehormous canal that is to irrigate land 
from Lake McGregor in tne 
Valley to the Bow river near the 
Blackfoot reserve, already constructed 
it is expected that the 46,000 acres of 
land that the Southern Alberta Land 
company hold in this district will be 
piaced on the market next year. 

This irrigation ditch which will al- 
low for the constant flow of ten feet 
of water will cost somewhere in the 
vicinity of $4,000,000. Three years 
have already been spent on the work 
but it is considered sufficiently well 
advanced now to open up the lands 
next year. The work has rendered a 
service to those homesteaders who 
have found the past season a trying 
one, for it has provided almost a sur- 
feit of employment. No less than 400 
teams are busy at the present time 
under the direction of the contractor, 
Mr. D. F. McArthur, and this repre- 
sents over 600 men. 

The total length of the ditch when 
completed will be about 150 miles, 
but, even then, it is not the larg- 
est one in Alberta. 

What with this ditch and the rail- 
road, the Southern Alberta line from 
Medicine Hat to Calgary a wealthy 
future is assured for this district. 


MINES AT BRAZEAU SHUT DOWN 


Clash Between C. N. R. Officials and 
Development Company Given as 
Cause of Suspension 
Edmonton.—Although his contract 
for working the mines does not expire 
until November 1, Mr. Hower, general 
manager of the Brazeau collieries, has 
|received a curt telegram from Toronto 
telling him to suspend operations. 

It is stated here that Macks nzie &

STRIKERS TO BE REINSTATED 


Minister of Railways Takes Matter 
Up With President Hays 
of the G. T. R. 


Ottawa.—It is understood that as a 
result of a conference held here be- 
tween President C. M. Hays and Hon 
Geo, P. Graham, minister of railways, 
the majority of the employees of the 
Grand Trunk, who lost their positions 
on account of the strike, will 4 taken 
back by the company. 

Mr. Graham drew Mr. Hays’ atten 
tion to complaints which have been 
made by the men and their represen- 
tatives to him that the company was 
not living up to the terms of its 
agreement, as far as the taking back 
of employees was concerned, 

Mr. Hays pointed out that the com- 
pany did not egree to take back all 
the strikers, barring those guilty of 
violence, until the expiration of ninety 
days. Ony two-thirds of this period 
had expired, and he explained that 
by the time the remaining thirty days 
had elapsed, the terms of the agree- 
ment would be complied with.

Caigary.—Denying that they were 
ever uissatisfied witn conditions in Al- 
berta or Canada, om that they ever 
said they were, and characterizing 4 
report printed in one of the Seattle 
papers during the “Why go to Can- 
aua”’ campaign of the American press 
saying that they were dissatistied, as 
avsolutely untrue in every particular, 
Messrs. Pau) Denhart, Giese and 
Berger, of Brooks, were in the city 
recently and expressed great dissatis- 
faction with the report, and asking 
that as much publicity as possible be 
given to their denial. 

“I am sorry that these reports have 
been circulated in Seattle,” said Mr. 
Denhart. “As far as 1 am personally 
concerned, the statement that I am 
dissatisfied with Alberta is absolutely 
untrue. I have never authorized any. 
one to quote me in such a manner, 
and I am more than satisfied with my 
present conditions. My flax, even af- 
ter all this dry weather, is fine, and 
my oats are in splendid condition. In 
fact, I intend to do some more plow- 
ing as soon as I am able, and to put 
in much larger crops.” 

Mr. Giese also expressed mucn dis- 
stisfaction with the false — state- 
ments credited to him. “As far as 
land in Alberta is concerfed, I can- 
not praise it too highly,’’ he said, 
“both for the quality of its soil and 
its crops. 1 have gone over Alberta 
thoroughly and have seen: wheat that 
would thresh for from twenty to 
forty-five bushels per acre.’”’ 

Mr. Berger also agreed with this 
statement, and said that the agricul- 
tural outlook in Alberta seemed as 
bright as that in any country he had 
ever seen. “If I could get six more 
sections of land at the same price as 


I paid for those that I at present 
hold, T would be glad to have them,” 
he said, “and when I say that I 


mean it. That hardly looks as if I am 
dissatisfied with the country and do- 
ing my best to get out.” 

Although the offending articles were 
published some little time ago, they 
have just been brought to the atten- 
tion of the men who are credited with 
them, and hey are taking steps to 
have them denied in Seattle, as well 
as getting the denial as much 
publicity as possible in other places.
